There are five small mines in remote 
country districts of Madison County 
that are not unionized, and they are 
working as usual, but they do not 
sell any coal outside their own com- 
munities. 

All the 62 mines in St. Clair County 
and 23 in Madison County were’! 
closed. In the Edwardsville district 
the mine superintendents ordered 
their usual quota of empty cars and 
‘blew the whistles at starting time, 
but nobody appeared. Then the 
mines were closed. 

Not even this formality was ob- 
served at Belleville. In both coun- 
ties, many of the men took their 
tools with them when they went 
off at 4 o'clock with the day shifts. 
The night shifts went off at mid-| 
night, and nobody worked after tbat.

Now the strike leaders face a new and more dan- 
gerous situation. The Federal Court has issued an 
injunction restraining them from carrying out the 
strike order by issuing further orders or messages 
to the strikers or by addressing strike meetings or 
distributing strike benefits. The question of an order 
requiring. the union leaders to rescind the strike 
crder will be decided later. 

If the strike leaders disregard the court's orders 
they will not only defy the executive and law offi- 
cers of the Government, but the mandate of the court, 
which is supreme in the interpretation and enforce- 
ment of law. They will be in open rebellion against 
all governmental authority. They will repudiate the
